Tokyo Fire Depariment’s 
phone. rang, and a_ barely 
inaudible _ voice _ pleaded, 


“Please cdfme at once! I’ve just 
tried to kill myself and my 
family.” | 

Offieers who rushed to the 
given address at Shimo-Ochiai 
found the house _ securely 
locked. 

Inside, Kunitsugu~ Takeuchi, 
president of tOe Chiyoda Auto 
Sales Company, his wife Hide- 
ko, nine-year-old daughter Miki 
and seven-year-old son Kuniaki 
were lying half unconscious 
in a gas-filled room. : 

~The foursome were takea 
immediately to the nearby 
Seibo Hospital. ° . | 

Doctors said they could be 


expected to recover. 

Seven suicide notes, laid on 
the family’s dining table, indi- 
cated Takeuchi was distressed 
over business failures. 

Beside the notes was. an en- 
velo containing ¥*50,000 and 
a note asking that the money 
be used for funeral expenses, 

The father, who later recover- 
ed consciousness, told doctors 
he and his family took sleeping 
pills Monday evening. 

After the others went to sleep, 
Takeuchi allegedly pulled up a 
rubber pipe from a gas outlet 
in the kitchen and completed 
arrangements for a mass gas 
suicide. 

Next morning, he said he was 
awakened by the groans of the 
little children and instinctively 
ran downstairs to shut off the 
gas. 

He then fell unconscious and 
called up the fire department 
when he recovered later in the 
day.

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Jaque ’s Latest T riumph 
Has Original Qualities

“Si Tous Les Gars Du Monde 
...” opening Tuesday at Scala- 
za is Christian Jaque’s recent 
film triumph. The story origi 
nally conceived by Jacques 
Remy was. adapted by H. G. 
Clouzot and. Christian Jaque. 
The script has extremely origi- 
nal qualities. Closely knit by the 
theme of amateur shortwave 
solidarity, it would have been 
an extremely easy matter for 
the film to be double-thonged 
entertainment, with an omnibus 
effect, revealing life in different 
places and circumstances, 

But in this the film does not 
overindulge. It never deviates 
from the central action whicna 
takes the form of amateur radio 
men’s race against time to save 
12 sick men who man a tiny 
fishing boat, floating somewhere 
on the Norwegian sea. “Lutes,” 
this ship, is a French trawler, 
captained by a middle-ager, Le 
Guellec (Andre Valmy) who 
keeps an amateur radio set. 

A strange internal affliction 
spreads in his ship; with no 


medicine or doctor available, — 


he appeals to the outside world 
over his radio for help. The 
first person to respond to the 
call is Alberto (Mimo Billi), 
another amateur radio man in 
African Togo.: He enlists the 
help of his countrymen residing 
there including the only doctor, 
and sends medical advice direct 
to the captain; ham-poisoning 
is suspected, and the crew is 
advised to inject into a cat a 
tiny portion of the solution of 
ham in their possession, 


This done, all the ship-hands 
tensely watch the cat. Death 
does: not come to her suddenly, 
but when it does it is swift and 
cruel. This means the entire 
crew with the exception of 
Mohammed whose religion for- 
bids him to eat ham is doomed, 


unless a miracle happens be- 
tween 7:45 p.m. and g a.m, the 
following morning. 

Alberto on the African end, 
thus informed, gets busy con- 
tacting Paris to get the neces- 
sary serum purchased from the 
Pasteur Institute, The amateur 
he bumps into is an 18-year-old 
lad Jean-Louis (appealingly 
played by Jean-Louis Trintig- 
nant).

guards scrutiny and obtains the 
package from the stewardess in 
whose care it was placed. This 
hotel scene is one of the best— 
the deserted lobby, a suspicious 
looking waiter and the general 
bleakness of atmosphere.

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Disarmament Impasse 

While the need for disarmament must be apparent to 
any open-minded person as one of the most insistent needs 
in the present-day world, -whether it be on economic 
grounds or upon the assumption that excessive armaments 
are liable to be conducive to war, iittle real progress is actu- 
ally being made, and the contention that this is chiefly due 
to the attitude of Soviet Russia appears unhappily to be 


confirmed. 


President Eisenhower’s plan for aerial inspections con- 
tinues to be yejected by Moscow and on Tuesday Soviet De- 
puty Foreign Minister Gromyko told the United Nations 
Disarmament Commission that the Soviet Government did 
not consider that discussion of this subject would do any 


good for anybody. 


Moscow’s substitute for a considered program based 
upon Mr. Eisenhower’s.sky patrol” plan seams to be noth- 
ing more than a,declaration by States of individual reduc- 
tions from time to time. Moscow recently anngunced that 
its own armed forces wouid,be reduced by 1,200,000 men 
within the next year, but this, as the British delegate, Mr. 
Anthony Nutting, pointed out is “no substitute for disarma- 
ment .by an international agreement and under proper 


supervision.” 


One might go further perhaps and ask if this Russian 


- announcement really means any more than a reshuffle and 
realignment of the elements of its armed power. 


No one 


knows the full extent of that power and the mere state- 
ment that so fms soldiers are being released may have 
little or no si iRdance. What is now certain is that Mos- 
cow has no inteftion of submitting to any such test of the 
extent of its military strength as President Eisenhower's 


plan would provide. 


We are-also faced with the additional certainty that in 
all Communist countries, great numbers of men with mili- 
tary experience can be readily called to arms if required by 
their respéctive Governmenis, together with the strong 
suspicion that in many cases the bulk of these men are 
kept in close touch with military or “police organizations.” 

It is in these circumstances that appeals for the ending 
of experimental testing of nuclear weapons, the abandon- 
ment of American bases in this or that country, the stock- 
piling of arms and strategic materials and the cutting of 
military budgets must be considered. 

Mr. Lodge’s appropriate question to Mr. Gromyko as to 
the Soviet’s real reasons for opposing reasonable aerial in- 


spection, are not likely to draw any definite replies. 


But 


Moscow can hardly expect the nations of the Free World 
to fall for what might prove no more than a scramble to 
make declarations of reductions in men and material which 


could mean little or nothing. 


Until a system is devised and agreed upon that would 
be fair to all, and provide a dependable test of actualities, 
there seems no chance that the present situation can be 


materially alleviated. 


Mr. Miki’s Death 


The death of Bukichi-Miki, one of Japan’s most power- 


ful

olitical figures, is to be regretted. To the members of 
amily, go our deep-felt condolences. 


Mr. Miki’s career in politics covered a period of more 
aan. years. He had an outstanding knack of working 
behind the, scenes—to smooth out difficulties and to achieve 
acceptable compromises. Although in recent years he could 
have had any high Cabinet post of his choosing, he was 
content with his role as advisor and planner. 

For that reason his loss will be sorely felt in the na- 
tion’s political circles and especially among the Liberal- 


Democrats. 


He was known as the guiding spirit behind the 


so-called “main current” groyp of the Liberal-Democratic 
Party, but he had been counted upon to pacify the other 
dissident factions and to unify the party which is still beset 


with differences. 


He will be remembered for: his contributions to the 
establishment of a single conservative party—the first in 
Japanese parliamentary history, and for his untiring and 
successful efforts to. bring about a two-party system in the 


Diet. 


His foresight and his ability to keep one step ahead 


of others in political affairs were recognized by all, includ- 


ing his political opponents.

His death at this time comes as a great blow to the 
“main current” faction of Prime Minister Hatoyama and 
Agriculture-Forestry Minister Kono, which has lost its lead- 


ing political strategist.

Three official visitors have 
come to Washington since the 
President was taken to the hos- 
pital—from Germany Dr. Ade- 
nauer, from France M. Pineau, 
and from Canada Pearson, 
All came hoping to find com- 
mon ground where, with the 
United States leading, the ‘Vest- 
ern allies could unite. Now 
that the visitors have come and 
gone, it is only too evident that 
there was no serious effort to 
find a common ground and to 
negotiate a common policy. 


That was the kind of thing 
that the President, had he not 
been ill might well have at- 
tempted. Dulles did not at- 
tempt it. He underwrote Dr. 
Adenauery without qualification 
or reservation, an act which 
ruled out the chance to nego- 
tiate with Pineau, as well as 
much hope of a successful out- 
come of the labors of Pear- 
son and the other two “Wise 
Men” of NATO.

The net result of this month’s 
diplomatic coming and going has 
been to put on public display 
the disunity of the Western Al- 
liance on the crucial question of 
how to deal with the Soviet 
Union about Germany. There 
has been put on public display 
the unwillingness ‘of Dulles, 
when he is on his own with- 
out President Eisenhower's 
guidance, to meet the responsi- 
bility of the leader of a great 
coalition—which is to look for 
the common ground on which 
the coalition can stand to- 
gether. For NATO the question 
of how the two Germanies are 
to be reunited can well be make- 
or-break. Instead of looking for 
the ground on which France, 
Germany. Britain and the 
United States can work together 
on the ‘German question, 
Dulles let Dr. Adenauer commit 
him to terms which are s0 ex- 
treme that they foreclose seri- 
ous negotiation.

There is supposed to be at 
issue a deep disagreement as to 
whether in post-Stalin Russia 
there is a decisive change, or a 
mere shift in tactics, propa- 
ganda, and public relations. [ 
have heard this question dis- 
cussed by a considerable number 
of men here and abroad who are 
qualified as any one is to_form 
an opinion. They do not include 
the naive who are of two sorts— 
first, those who would like to 
think that the changes, which 
are undeniably taking place, are 
making the Soviet Union inté a 
liberal democracy; and second, 
those who think that the Soviet 
system is immutable, that it 
must stand of fall but that it 
cannot change from within. 

These naive apart, more and 
more I have come to think that 
the real differences in judgment 
about how to deal with post- 
Stalinist Russia do not arise 
from objective evidence. Men 
appraise the same evidence dif- 
ferently, and they do this, I be- 
lieve, because they have differ- 
ing temperaments and because, 
subjectively, they have a differ- 
ent approach to human ex- 
perience, 


This difference is exemplified 
strikingly by the President and 
Dulles. Both men would take 
an oath that they are in full 
agreement. Yet there is no de- 
nying that the whole world is so 
conscious of a contrast between 
them that they are credited with 
having opposing policies. Why is 
this? Is it not because while 


they may think they think alike, 
they do not feel alike, and that 
the kas can feel the differ- 


ence 
. . 


Do they not at bottom feel { 


differently about the wicked- 
ness of their advérsaries—LEFisen- 
hower being ever hopeful that 
he can draw them into the fold, 
Dulles being unwilling to shake 
the hand of the unrighteous un- 
til they have recanted publicly 
and have confessed their sins. 
These differences in evaluation 
of «other men become tanta- 
mount to differer.ces in policy. 
In the Eisenhowe> feeling about 
other men, there is always a 
willingness to explore, to neg 

tiate, and to take risk, often to 
oversimplify, but always hop- 
ing that out of good there will 
come more good. But to Dulles, 
the distinction between friend 
and foe, between the righteous 
and the wicked, is sharp and is 
hard, and the policies that 
arise from this feeling tend to 
be inflexible about and insensi- 
tive to the varieties of other 


men’s feelings. ¢ 


No judgment of what is go- 
ing on in the Soviet Union can 
be guaranteed ana conclusive. 
We can judge only tentatively, 
trying as best we can to dis- 
count our hopes and our fears. 


For such is the scale and the 


tempo of these events that while 
we are judging the changes 
they are already changing. 
Every practical judgment of 
how to deal with these changes 
is at bottom, when we have 
weighed all the evidence avail- 
able, an act of faith.

Tanabata or star festival of 
July 7 is one of the most pic- 


turesque festivals of Japan. It 
is furthermore very romantic, 
as it is held: in honor of two 
stars, Altair and Vega, lovers 
in heaven, 


It originated in a Chinese 
tradition. Altair .and. Vega 
were in love, but they incurred 
the anger of the Heavenly Lord, 
the Pole Star. They were pun- 
ished but were allowed to meet 
once a year on July 7. On the 
evening of that day, they came 
to the shores of the Heavenly 
River, the Milky Way. As they 
faced each other across the 
river, a large flock of magpies 
appeared to form a bridge 
across the streams so that the 
two lovers could meet. 

The Chinese feted the day as 
early as the fifth century. The 
custom was brought to Japan. 
It is recorded that the first 
tanabata festival was held in 
755, or more than 1,2008 years 
ago. 3 

To wish the heavenly lovers 
good luck, the Japanese erect 
bamboos in the garden profuse- 
ly decorated with colored paper 
cut in various shapes and 
streamers and then offer them 
vegetables of the season. 

As Vega, the Weaver, Was 
skilful in weaving beautiful 
fabrics on her loom, Japanese 
girls came to make offerings to 
her, in hopes of becoming skil- 
ful in weaving and ‘sewing. 
Also to the tanabata bamboos 
are attached oblong papers on 
whieh are written poems, pray- 
ers wishes, It is believed 
that by offering paems and writ- 
ings to the two stars, they ad- 
vance in such accomplish- 
ments. |

LE CINEMA JAPONAIS 
Shinobu ‘et Marcel Giuglaris Le 
Editions du Cerf, Paris, 1956.

So far as I know this is the 
first book on Japanese film to 
come out of the West. Written 
by M. Giuglaris and his wife, 
both now living in Tokyo where 
he is a correspondent for the 
Paris Presse and “France Soir”, 
it is an almost ideal introduc- 
tion to the subject. 

Covering almost 100 years of 
film in Japan, 1896 to 1955, it 
is divided into two parts, the 
first concerned with “le mystere 
des films japonais”, the secénd 
constituting a succinct and high- 
ly readable history of the film 
industry. in Japan. 

M. Giuglaris has used entirely 
Japanese sources (except for a 
few paragraphs devoted to a 
talk with Yves Ciampi) and con- 
sequently presents material 
which is generally unknown in 
the West. He is also in the 
happy position of being able to 
destroy a number of myths con- 
cerning the film which, more 
often than not, the industry it- 
self has created. 

This book, for example, gives 
the true genesis of “Rashomon” 
and, for once, gives credit where 
credit is due. -.Daiei’s “official” 
version of the story -is, after 
six long years, finally dis- 
credited. 

Unlike other French publica- 
tions, and I have in mind parti- 
cularly Cinema 55’s pamphlet 
“Le Cinema Japonais” (Paris,

_ .Not Wasting Time | 

Russia is wasting no time in 
following up the highly success- 
ful propaganda impact of the 
Bulganin - Khrushchev visit to 
this country. Russjan techni-. 
cians are arriving’ in increasing 
numbers and so far have made 
a rather favorable im. 


The Russians obviously are - 
trving to prove to the Indians 
that they can’ expect better 
service from the Soviet Union in 
economic matters than from the 
West. Indian officials pointedly 
tell Amerieans how expeditious- ' 
ly India’s needs are handled in 
Moscow compared with the- 
delays and red tape involved in . 
getting action in Washington. 
For example, tractors, combines 
and other farm .equipment 
promised during the Bulganin- 
Khrushchev visit arrived 
Rajasthan, northwestern India, 
before the Indians were ready 
for them. | 


Soviet economic contacts. with 
India include trade, technical 
assistance and special deals like 
the huge credit advanced for 
construction of the Bhilai steel 
plant. The bulk of the assist- 
ance is on a strictly commerefal 
basis; very little of it is free. 

One of the most significant 
features is the swelling influx 
of Soviet technicians, These in-. 
clude oil experts, geologists, 
statisticians, mining specialists,’ 
industrial advisers and instrue- 
tors for the training of Indian 
technicians, 


Constant Propaganda ~~ 

The Soviet propaganda flow 
also is being stepped up. ‘Dur- - 
ing recent weeks, the Russians 
have been circulating in India” 
a list of attractive job openings 
in Moscow for Indian transla- 
and radio broadcasters. 
Picture albums glorifying the 
Nehru visit to Moscow and thé

have a ready sale in India’ in 
Indian bookstores, as do var- 
ious publications of Red Ching, 
“ Despite these outward evi- 
dences of Indo-Soviet cordiality 
the government of India~ is 
moving cautiously in the mat- 
ter of economic relations, Its 
policy up to now has been to 
rely mainly on Western help 
and to turn to Russia only 
when the West has been slow 
or unable to deliver. 

Unquestionably, Moscow . 4s 
prepared to extend India con- 
siderably’ more economic help 
if India asks for it. And there 
is a strong possibility that. if 
India is unable tq fill the large 
foreign exchange gap in ‘her 
five-year plan from Western 
sources she will be obliged to 
seek additional assistance from 
Russia. There has been taik, 
for instance, of importing Rus- 
sian gold as a hedge against in- 
flation. 


U.S. Contribution Big 


American aid programs, both 
public and private, have made 
an important contribution to 
the building of the new India. 
American. technicians have 
learned that they can work ef- 
fectively and harmoniously 
with Indians only if they stay 
in the background while help- 
ing to get new projects started, 
and then hand the ball to the 
Indians, 

Two changes in the handling 
of American aid would im- 
prove its effect on Indijan- 
American relations. At present, 
a serious weakness and ¢on- 
tinuous source of exasperation 
is the relative inflexibility. of 
the American aid machinery. 
The lags between request, au- 
thorization and- performance | 
are often appallingly long. And 
it would probably be better for 
all concerned—especially _ for 
India’s easily-bruised pride—if 
aid when and if 
forthcoming came in the form 
of loans or credits, rather than 
in a giveaway package.
